In response to many inquiries 
about the prospects for the potato 
market. Agricultural Representa- 
tive W. M. Cockburn calls the 
attention of those interested to 
the following quotation from a 
report of the dominion depart- 
ment of agriculture at Ottawa, 
from which growers may draw 
their own conclusions. 

"After two years of below- 
average crops, an approximately 
normal potato crop is being har- 
vested in Canada in 1940. Accord- 
ing to the first official estimate, 
the 1940 potato production is 
placed at 40,859.000 cwt.. which 
is 4.460.000 cwt. or 12 per cent 
above that of 1939. Prince. 
Edward Island and Nova Scotia j 
have slightly larger potato crops ( 
than in 1939, while Quebec and 

New Brunswick show appreciable 
increases. 

4 On the other hand, the 

Ontario potato crop is reported 

at a very low level, dui} to root 

rot in the southwestern part of 

the province, and to late blight. 
The Manitoba potato crop was 

5omewhat disappointing but in 
Saskatchewan and Alberta im- 
provement In yields is reported.

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HISTORY IS ON THE MOVE 

■ 

Two major political events in the Canadian 
firmament are the formation in Manitoba of a 
non-party government and the calling at Ottawa, 
to meet early in the new year, of a conference to 
take action on the Rowcll-Sirois report. 
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The Manitoba experiment, being tried by an 
experienced and successful politician, Premier 
Bracken, is interesting. The idea seems to be to 
convert the legislature, so far as possible, into a 
municipal council. Parties are to be forgotten 
and various committees of the legislature will 
meet and work out policy. The government, 
which is now representative of all parties, must 
then carry out these policies. 

' It sounds very sensible. The test will come 
when there is an appeal to the people. If the 
legislature then divides along party lines, Mr. 
Bracken would seem to be back where he started 
(three years ago, when, it seems, he started to 
work on this project). If, however, each con- 
stituency is contested by individuals without 
party labels, the similarity to a municipal council 
will be maintained. How the candidates would 
be selected, however, we do not know. Perhaps 
the parties could still continue to operate in 
selecting candidates, as they do for the London

SHOULD SPORT GO ON? 

Aurora is not alone in debating whether to use 
the town arena for drilling or for skating. 
Aurora council has offered the arena to militia 
units for drilling, but it is evidently with the hope 
and the expectation that some other accommoda- 
tion will be available for the soldiers when hockey 
time comes. Acton faces the same problem and 

here is what the Acton Free Press has to say on 
the subject under the title, "What! No hockey?": 

"While wo, as well as every other citizen of 

Acton and district, believe that every effort 
should be made above all things else to win the 
war, still we think that it is not in the best 
interests to lose sight entirely of peace-time pur- 
suits and the period following the close of the 
war. 

"It is generally conceded that the arena in 
Acton, especially the big ice surface, has no 
particular advantage for training the local militia. 
Other quarters could be secured that would be 
better suited. In view of this we think it a 
mistake not to carry on with the arena and hockey 
in Acton this year. 

- 

"For ten years Acton has built up a reputation 
for being a hbekey centre. There have been our 
juvenile, junior, intermediate and rural leagues. 
One of them climbed up to a championship during 
that period. Are the results of all this ten years 
of building to be lost in one year? We hope not. 
Perhaps the program will have to be curtailed a 
little but we think it wise to carry on. We note 
that other towns are organizing, some of them 
who have not had a club in years previous. The 
boys of other hockey teams are not with us. 
Many of last year's teams are in the army, but 
we think they would all want to see those who 
are still in Acton carry on the sport during their 
absence."

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Still more interesting is the coming conference 
on the Rowcll-Sirois report. The report calls for 
what amounts to a new Confederation agreement, 
with proposals made for a redistribution of legis- 
lative powers between the dominion and the 
provinces and a redistribution of tax revenues. It- 
is said that the Ontario government is opposed to 
the report as loo generous to the east and the 
west. We have not yet studied the report but we 
trust that Mr. Hepburn will not stand in the way 
of a step forward. After all, about a third of the 
members of the dominion parliament represent 
Ontario and if they feel that the report is reason- 
ably fair to Ontario we do not think that Mr. 
Hepburn should press the Queen's Park point of 
view too much. The Ontario government natur- 
ally does not want to become less important in the 
scheme of things, but Ontario people generally 
are likely to take a more national viewpoint. 
Anything that is in the interests of Canada as a 
whole is in the interests of Ontario.

The warning that 
the disease can be carried by birds from one 
straw pile to another should be taken seriously.

The people of Newmarket will soon have to 
decide the question whether the next town 
council is to hold office for one year or two 
years. Nut to hold an election next year would 
mean an economy of probably nearly $400. 
Against that economy people will have to weigh 
the greater economy, if any in their opinion, 
which results from an annual return to the people 
to secure a new mandate. The readiness with 
which people signed a petition in favor of a vote 
on the question might indicate that public opinion 
favors the annual election, although that is not 
necessarily so. As the Northern News, of Kirk- 
land Lake, says of the Newmarket petition, "it 
shows that a large number of people were 
opposed, if not to the two-year term, at least to 
its application without permission of the people." 

A great many municipalities through Ontario 
(several York county rural municipalities among 
them) have arranged to have a vote on this 
question, although we haven't heard of any other 
municipalities where a petition has been pre- 
sented, and our guess is that practically nil 
municipalities which vote on the question will 
vote for the annual election.

WHEN BUSINESS IS "BEERISH"

These days, with a military camp within the 
town's boundaries. The Era comes in for a little 
good-natured kidding about opposition to the 
establishment of a beverage room here. The 
great majority of the people of Newmarket, 
including most of the business men, opposed a 
beverage room, and nothing has happened «ime 
to change that majority opinion. 

Although a beverage room in our neighboring 
village of Bradford does a land-office business, 
principally with travellers along the king's high- 
way, money evidently does not pour in a contin- 
uous stream over the counters of the legitimate 
tradesmen, in spile of the proximity of the dry 
towns of Newmarket and Aurora. Bradford 
stores have been open three nights a week, but 
in future, wo understand, they will be open on 
Saturday evenings only. 

Then listen to the words of the Barrio 
Examiner, newspaper of Canada's biggest soldier 
town. The reference is to the Penetang situation, 
but it is to be remembered that when the Ex- 
aminer speaks of the "diversion of wages iuu\ 
other earnings from the regular channels of 
trade" it knows its subject from local observation. 

The Examiner: "In reply to a resolution of 
Pcnelanguishene council asking for earlier closing 
of the beverage rooms in that town, the Ontario 
liquor control board has advised the mayor that 
the board cannot legally close these drinking 
places before 10.30. Rev. Father Castex of Pene- 
tanguishene declares that this ruling is 4 not satis- 
factory' and says that further representations arc 
being made to Toronto. On the contrary, the 
secretary of the Ontario Hotelkeepers has writ- 
•revr- the mayor pointing out the 'great business 
advantage the beverage rooms are to the town. 
Mayor Gendron should have no difficulty in 
deciding which opinion should have the most 
weight, that of a prejudiced official in Toronto or 
that of the parish priest who speaks from personal 
knowledge as to the effects of the beverage rooms 
on the life of the community and also as to 
diversion of wages and other earnings from the 
regular channels of trade."

"A link with the forgotten past 
\v?.s unearthed last week by D 
company. While digging a 
trench on the south side of the 
race track, their spades uncover- 
ed an ancient green colored |>op 
or 'soda water' bottle, made in 
Whitby in RUM, 

"It was learned thai the whole 
south sitlc of the race-track was 
once covered with many ornate 
frame buildings — headquarters of 
*he famous Newmarket exhibi- 
tion of other years. 

"Tilts exhibition, wo are told, 
was once one «>f the largest, most 
well-attended country fail's in 
Ontario, and a buggy Vide to the 
'Newmarket agricultural grounds* 
was a big event in the lives of 
many York county residents.' 

"It was doubtless one of those 
«ay rural people of another age 
who tossed the empty 'sotly* 
bottle, little knowing it would be 
unearthed 71 years later by a 
grim soldier of the twentieth 
century. 

"As the years passed by, . a 
series of disastrous fires swept 
away the Newmarket fair ground 
buildings one by one. Several 
years ago. another mysterious 
•fire swept away the grandstand. 
The present grandstand was the 
gift of Abe Orpen. well-known 
Toronto racing promoter, and is 
a comparatively new structure. 

<A. M, Orpen. Jr.. whose 

mother's maiden name was Srig- 

loy. gave $1,000 toward the 

grandstand Most of the camp 

buildings art- centred on Srigley 
St.) 

"The only remaining building 
of the original Newmarket fair is 
now Ihe long, boarded-up shed at 
the south-east end of the race 
irack. which jcas once the poul- 
try house of the Newmarket 
exhibition. 

"Times pass and scenes con- 
tinually change, but it does seem 
a bit tragic that the delightful 
country fair ground of a few 
years ago, where farmers showed

million- $110 million on Canadian 
account. .$140 million on British 
account. The figures covered nil 
purchases of munitions, aircraft, 
armaments, food nnd clothing and 
did not Include soldiers* pay or the 
$23$ million of plant expnusion 
which, with other Items, brings 
Canada's war . commitments and 
expenditures to date up to some- 
thing over a billion dollars. 

To finance this program war 
loans had raised $500 millions of 
new money; taxation and other 
revenues had provided the rest. 
"With the ever increasing develop- 
ment of our natural resources, u 
favorable export trade balance of 
nearly $200' million a year— (It was 
$t5 million for the three months of 
June. July and August hist), and 
with a considerable part ot war ex- 
penditme In the form of wages 
finding its way Into the hands of 
individuals, and available to some 
extent for subscription to further 
dominion loans, t am firmly con- 
vinced that Canada can handle Its 
war effort limited only by the 
vnlame that can mechanically be 
produced, and without iiprfei to our 
national economy.
